Air Ministry Calls Aerial 
Attack Most Successful 
of War—Cruiser Report- 
ed Struck. 


ASSAULT ON BASE 
NEAR HELGOLAND 


Germans Say Fishing Boat 
Was Only Loss—English 
Assert Their Flyers Also 
Sank Submarine. 


LONDON, Dec. 4 (AP).—The Air 
Ministry announced that Royal Air 
Force bombers made a raid yester- 
day near the German naval base 
at Helgoland and hailed the at- 
tack as the most successful British 
air offensive of the war so far. 

The announcement said the Brit- 
fh flyers scored “direct hits” in an 
attack on Nazi warships, and an un- 
official announcement said one of 
the ships bombed near the North 
Sea stronghold was a cruiser. 

The Air Ministry also announced 
one bomb from a Royal Air Force 
plane destroyed a German subma- 
rine in the North Sea yesterday, 
and other reports listed four more 
German submarines as sunk in re- 
cent days. 

“Strong Formation.” 

The number of planes participat- 
ing in the raid near Helgoland was 
not disclosed by the British, but it 
was described as a “strong forma- 
tion.” 

Despite heavy German anti-air- 
craft fire, the British communique 
said, all the planes returned to their 
bases. One German plane, “the 
only enemy fighter encountered,” 
Was said to have been shot down. 

The unofficial report said that 
when the British plan swooped 
through a gap in the clouds and 
began dropping heavy bombs, two 
German cruisers were lying close 
to a flotilla of six or seven destroy- 
ers. 

In the submarine sinking, the 
Air Ministry said, a plane on patrol 
over the North Sea surprised a sub- 
marine on the surface and hit it 
“on the base of the conning tower” 
with the only bomb it released. An 
authoritative account said there 
were no survivors. 

“When the U-boat crew heard the 
engines of the aircraft,” it said, 
“they made frantic attempts to close 
the conning tower hatch and crash 
dive, but it was too late. 

“A direct hit was scored. Parts 
of the submarine and other wreck- 
age were thrown high by the ex- 
plosion, and the surface of the sea 
became coated with oil over a large 
area.” 

Indications of further anti-sub- 
marine blows came in the an- 
nouncement that “a number of U- 
boat prisoners” had been landed at 
a Scottish port as the result of 
recent naval operations. 

The 2160-ton British steamer 
Hamsterley was sunk in a collision 
off the east coast last night. One 
man is missing. 


Nazis Say Anti-Aircraft Fire Re- 
pulsed British Attack. 

BERLIN, Dec. 4 (AP).—The Ger- 
man high command reported today 
anti-aircraft fire had repulsed a 
British air attack on Helgoland yes- 
terday. 

“No special events in the west,” 
its communique said. “English 
fighting aircraft Dec. 3 attempted 
to attack Helgoland. The German 
defense, acting quickly, prevented 
carrying out of the attack accord- 
ing to plan. No damage except one 
hit on a little fishing logger.” 

DNB, official German news agen- 
cy, said German fighting planes 
and heavy anti-aircraft fire caused 
British raiders to drop their bombs 
“rather indiscriminately.” 

The agency said a German plane 
was forced down at sea, but the 
crew was saved and the plane re- 
covered.

Press Attacks Finns. 


Meanwhile, Tass (official Russian 
news agency) circulated fresh dec- 
larations against the “hated” Fin- 
nish Government at Helsinki—one 
credited to citizens of the Finnish 
border town of Terijoki and the 
other to the “first corps of the 
people’s army of Finland.” 

At the same time, the Russian 
press devoted considerable space 
to a defense of the five-day-old in- 
vasion of Finland on the ground 
that “it was necessary to take Fin- 
land out of the orbit of influences 
hostile to the U. S. S. R. 

They (the Helsinki Government) 
were always ready to fall into 
the power of any hostile country, 
including Britain,“ the press de- 
clared. 

Recapitulating Soviet demands 
on Finland and achievements since 
the invasion started by land, air 
and sea, newspapers printed maps 
showing territorial changes agreed 
on by Russia and the new Terijoki 
“people’s” government for Finland, 
proclaimed from Moscow last Fri- 
day in opposition to the Helsinki 
administration. 

These changes included “trans- 
fer” of about 1530 square miles of 
Finnish territory in the Karelian 
isthmus north of Leningrad in ex- 
change for about 27,000 square 
miles of Soviet Karelia. 

Russia also got a 30-year lease on 
the Hangoe peninsula, surrounding 
waters and nearby islands, and the 
right to purchase other islands in 


the Gulf of Finland and parts of 


the Rybachi and Sredni peninsulas 
on the Arctic coast. 

Besides the transfer of Soviet 
Karelian territory, the deal pro- 
vided that Russia pay about 38, 
400,000 for railways gained and for 
the territory ceded or leased. 

These were provisions of the 
treaty of mutual assistance signed 
Saturday by Russian Premier-For- 
eign Commissar Vyacheslav Molc- 
tov and Otto Kuusinen, head of the 
Terijoki government. - 

Thus the U. S. S. R. gained, at 
least on paper, the concessions it 
had sought fruitlessly from Finland 
at the Kremlin conference table be- 
fore going to war. 

Resolution at Terijoki. 

Tass reported the people of Tert- 
joki adopted a resolution hailing 
Kuusinen as a “staunch fighter 
and loyal son of the Finnish peo- 
ple,” and attacking Helsinki Gov- 
ernment leaders as “hangmen and 
tyrants.” 

In part, the “resolution” said: 

“We will support the new People’s 
Government and will help it de 
stroy the power of the hated Tan- 
ners Government as soon as 
possible and establish a demo- 
cratic people’s republic in the ter- 
ritory of Finland.”

A Finnish spokesman said he 
could not deny a report that Eljas 
Erkko, Foreign Minister during 
the long negotiations with Moscow 
preceding the conflict, was en 
route to Stockholm to become Fin- 
nish Minister to Sweden. 

Juhu Kusti Paasikivi, chief of 
the Finnish delegation to Moscow 
and now Finland’s Minister in 
Stockholm, was reported again on 
his way to the Russian capital. 
This, however, was not confirmed 
officially. 

. Finnish sources acknowledged 
the Russian fleet had bombarded 
the island of Suursaari and Kare- 
lian isthmus coastal fortifications, 
but declared occupations had been 
limited to two demilitarized islands 
defended only by coast guardsmen. 

Russia had reported the Gulf of 
Finland islands of Suursaari. Seis- 
kari, Lavansaari and Tytaersaari 
had been occupied and indicated a 
smaller island, Pien-Tytaersaari, 
also had been seized. The Lenin- 
grad communique also reported 
continued advances into Finland 
along the 800-mile Finnish-Russian 
frontier. 

The Exchange Telegraph Agency 
reported in London that the Rus- 
sian army attempted a large scale 
parachute attack in the Karelian 
isthmus yesterday, landing troops 
at the village of Vilmannstrand, 43 
miles northwest of Viborg. The 
dispatch added that the parachut- 
ing soldiers were “all quickly dis- 
armed.” 

Foreigners Leave by Sea. 

Three German steamers took 
aboard Germans, Italians, Russians 
and Estonians fleeing Helsinki last 
night and sailed in the forenoon 
today. The refugees embarked 
during a snowstorm which civilians 
remaining here welcomed as a han- 
dicap to enemy troops and flyers. 

American and British legation 
staffs have beei busy evacuating 
their nationals to inland points. 

With “Little Christmas” being 
celebrated throughout the nation, 
only 50,000 people of Helsinki's nor- 
mal population of 300,000 remained 
in the city. The festival was cele- 
brated mostly in bombproof shel- 
ters.

A military spokesman said 
Russia lost 24 airplanes in bomb- 
ing operations in the first two days 
of the war compared to two Fin- 
nish losses. When asked to esti- 
mate Finnish casualties so far, the 
Finnish spokesman said they were 
“not large.” 

The Finns ‘hailed the snow, which 
extended from the Gulf of Finland 
to the Arctic, as an aid to their 
cause. They said they had several 
well-trained ski divisions stationed 
along the northern border and that 
their soldiers are more skillful 
operating in the snow than are 
the invaders. 

Finnish Communique, 

“Owing to the heavy snowfall 
there was not much activity on the 
front today,” Sunday’s communique 
said, “except in most sectors north 
of Lake Ladoga where our troops 
were very active. 

“The enemy had heavy losses 
north of Lake Ladoga partly be- 
cause their advance had been on 
frozen lakes where they were easily 
seen and on thin ice, which fre- 
quently breaks.” 

Russian air raids up to now have 
not inflicted any damage on mili- 
tary objectives, the Finns asserted. 

Italian circles reported 25 Italian 
airplanes sold to Finland had ar- 
rived in Helsinki with Finnish pi- 
lots. Officials gave no confirma- 
tion of the report. 


Aaland Islands Situation. 


The new situation regarding the 
Aaland Islands, a spokesman an- 
nounced, resulted from Russia's 
invasion, “The Aalands,” said the 
spokesman, “are one of our most 
vulnerable points. If they should 
fall into the hands of another 
Power, it would close the Gulf of 
Bothnia and practically isolate Fin- 
land from the rest of the world.” 
The islands, about 30 miles wide 
and lying about 50 mileg off Fin- 
land’s west coast and 30 miles off 
Sweden’s east coast, were united 
with Finland under Czarist Russia. 
When the Finns declared their in- 
dependence in 1917, the islanders 
expressed their right of self-deter- 
mination. In unofficial plebiscites 
they favored reunion with Sweden. 
Finland, however, would agree only 
to autonomy, 

As a result, the League of Na- 
tions suggested maintenance of 
Finnish sovereignty and itself took 
over supervision of five guarantees 
which were written into Finnish 
law. Sweden and Finland agreed. 
All the Baltic Powers signed a 
convention agreeing to neutraliza- 
tion and de-militarization of the 
islands. Thus it was that last May, 
when Sweden and Finland desired 
to fortify the islands jointly, they 
had to ask permission of the 
league. eer

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INTO EFFECT 
Allies Attempt to Stop

LONDON, Dec. 4 (AP).—Great 
Britain and France clamped on 
Germany today a total blockade, 
one of the most powerful weapons 
at their command. 

From today on, the Allied block- 
ade will be working two ways 
—striving to strangle, Germany's 
export trade and continuing to in- 
tercept its imports, as it has since 
the start of the war. 

The British order to seize Ger- 
man exports—whether carried in 
German or neutral ships—was pro- 
claimed just a week ago by King 


| George VI. 


Prime Minister Chamberlain had 
announced it six days earlier as 
a decision for retaliation against 
mine warfare which still is taking 
a toll of British and neutral ship- 


ping. 

The delay in putting the two-way 
blockade into ferce was a conces- 
sion to neutral nations following 
complaints from Holland, Denmark, 
Belgium, Sweden, Italy and Japan. 
To them, the chief effect of the 
blockade will be loss of profit from 
carrying goods of German manufac- 
ture or ownership. The order pro- 
vides for occasional relaxation to 
meet their protests and soften the 
blow to them. 

Britain today announced it had 
put 33 German merchant ships out 
of action in three months of the 
war. (Unofficial reports list 87 
British merchant ships lost in sea 
warfare.) 

The report on. Britain’s war on 
German sea trade said Germany’s 
merchant shipping loss totaled 171,- 
390 tons. It said 144 German sub- 
marine crewmen had been taken 
prisoners. 

A total of 410 British lives were 
reported lost in merchant ship 
sinkings, compared to the re 
ported loss of only four Germans 
attributed to gunfire from their 
own submarine as a ship was be- 
ing taken to port by a British prize 
crew. 

The announcement said the Brit- 
ish navy enabled 21,000,000 tons of 
British shipping to ride the seas 
safely with a loss of only 4 per 
cent of the total naval tonnage, 
Meanwhile, a demand was grow- 
ing that Britain buy up all mar- 
kets accessible to Germany across 
neutral frontiers—at the necessary 
price—and at the same time in- 
crease British exports. 

The blockade was expected here 
to wipe out Germany’s trade with 
South America, and British busi- 
ness groups have been pressing the 
Government for aid in capturing 
those markets. 

Discussion of such measures is 
scheduled for this week in the 
House of Commons, which also is to 
hear war reports from the Prime 
Minister and Winston Churchill, 
First Lord of the Admiralty, and 
consider holding secret sessions of 
Parliament during wartime.

“While it might he said, however, 
that smoke elimination is an easier 
problem in a community like Clay- 
ton, I am convinced that if in the 
last 30 years, all families, rich or 
poor, have been able to adjust their 
modes of living to find automobiles 
and electric refrigerators are neces- 
sities, they will find that mechan- 
ical devices for burning soft coal 
or the use of smokeless fuels are 
just as necessary and can be as 
easily paid for. This correction of 
the smoke evil can be accomplished 
economically by a forceful set of 
ordinances and by rigid control on 
the part of a city administration 
that has made up its mind to rid 
the communtiy of the smoke prob- 
lem, as has this administration. I 
would not hesitate to say that in 
cases where families are too poor 
to bear the added expense of smoke- 
less fue] until price adjustments 
can be made, the city would be 
justified in aiding in the purchase 
of these fuels just as is done in 
providing foodstuffs and the like 
for relief cases. 

“T hope that the metropolitan 
press will continue to fight this 
smoke menace until St. Louis is 
ready to do the spectacular in the 
elimination of the smoke nuisance.

Governor Gets No Word on Pro- 
posed 15-Day Extension of Sea- 
son, Expiring Tomorrow.

Promised Not to Fiee. 


A few minutes later, Mrs. Judd 
was assuring Gov. Jones she had 
kept her promise to return and 
would not leave again—a promise 
she broke last night. 

During her previous flight, Mrs. 
Judd make a right visit to the Rev. 
Paul Ankerberg of Tempe, Ariz., 
nine miles from Phoenix, and told 
him she planned to flee to Mexico 
and start life over as a missionary. 
She once lived in Mexico with her 
husband, Dr. W. C. Judd, now a 
patient in a veterans’ hospital near 
Los Angeles. 

Mrs. Judd killed Agnes Ann Le 
Roi and Hedvig Samuelson in 1931, 
dismembered Miss Samuelson's 
body, and shipped the bodies to 
Los Angeles in trunks. She was ar- 
rested in Los Angeles a week later, 
convicted in 1932 of killing Miss 
Leo Roi, and sentenced to hang.

NEW JURY RULE AS POLITICS 


W. F. Borders, Republican, Criti- 
cises Opinion Excluding City 
Court Members From Committee. 
A recent ruling by Attorney-Gen- 


eral John Cassidy of Illinois, inter- 5 


preting a new State law govern- 
ing the selection of jury commis- 
sioners, was criticised. bitterly by 
City Judge William F. Borders to- 
day at the beginning of the first 
criminal trial in East St. Louis 
since the law was passed. 

Judge Borders stated in effect 
that the ruling, which excluded 
city judges from the 
judges selecting the jury commis- 
sioners, was motivated by political 
considerations. “The ruling is a dis- 
crimination against this court,” he 
said, and added: 
courts don’t mix.” 

Under Cassidy's ruling, only the 
Judges of the Circuit, Probate and 
County Courts serve on the com- 
mittee selecting the jury commis- 
sioners. All these Judges in St. 
Clair County are Democrats; Judge 
Borders is a Republican. 

Judge Borders’ criticism was 
made in comment on a motion sub- 
mitted by Ray Hendricks, attorney 
for Ralph Brindley, a former con- 
vict charged with the murder of 
Charles Vaughan of East St. Louis 
two years ago. The Motion, chal- 
lenging the legality o fthe jury, 
was overruled by Judge Borders, 


who held that he was bound by the 


Attorney-General’s interpretation 
even though he did not approve of 
it.

below, ‘to compel independent dis- 
tributors to exact a like price from 
their customer’ and also to control 
‘the supply of fluid milk permitted 
to be brought to Chicago.’ 

“Such a combined attempt of all 
the defendants, producers, distribu- 
tors and their allies, 40 control the 
market finds no justification in sec- 
tion one of the Capper-Volstead 
Act.”

Continues Inquests Pend- 


ing Reports on Food 4 ‘ 


Found in Homes — Au- 
topsies Give No Clews. 


Coroner's inquests into the deaths 
of four persons in two St. Louis 
homes were continued to Thursday, 
pending reports by a toxicologist on 


analyses of foodstuffs and other 
substances found in the two resi- 
dences. 

Before the inquests were begun, 
Coroner Louis R. Padberg said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
was convinced the four deaths were 
caused by poison, but that prelim- 
inary examinations made in au- 
topsies had not discloseu the sub- 
stance or substances. 

The inquests were opened in the 
cases of Charles Baker Jr., 16-year- 
old St. Louis University freshman, 
who was found dead Saturday night 
in his home at 5101 Raymond ave- 
nue, and Charles Campbell and his 
daughter, Miss Marie Campbell, 
and sister-in-law, Miss Christena 
Jessen, who were found dead Fri- 
day night in their home at 4314 
Wallace street. 

Charles Baker Sr. testified at 
the inquest his son had visited 
him Nov. 26 at his home in Free- 
dom, Mo., and had planned to re- 
turn for another visit Saturday 
and yesterday. Baker, clerk in a 
store at Freedom, said he got a 
letter from Charles Jr. Friday, in 
which the youth said. he would 
not make the trip as he wanted 
to see the Washington University- 
St. Louis University football game 
Saturday. 

Says Both Were Well. 

Baker said that both his wife 
and his son had been in good 
health. He said Mrs. Baker had 
written to him almost every day 
since she came here to stay with 
the boy while he was in school. In 
response to questions, he said he 
had a small industrial-type life in- 
surance policy on the boy and that 
Mrs. Baker was insured for $2000, 
in two policies. 

Policemen said they found no 
notes in the small apartment and 
that there was no food in the kitch- 
en. Sergt. William Bischoff testi- 
fied that he thought he detected a 
faint “gassy” odor when he first 
examined the boy’s body. He later 
told reporters the odor did not re- 
semble illuminating gas.

Woman Still Unconscious. 
Mrs. Opal I> Baker, who was 
found unconscious beside the body 
of her son in their Raymond ave- 
nue apartment, was reported in 
critical condition today at Jewish 
Hospital. Police made several ef- 
forts to question her yesterday, but 
she failed to respond. Mrs. Baker, 
33 years old, was roused slightly 
Saturday night at City Hospital, 
where she was treated for poison- 
ing, but was unable to tell what 
had occurred, 

Mrs, Baker and her son were in 
night clothing on a bed-davenport 
when found by other persons living 
in the building. The son apparently 
had been dead about eight hours. 
He was last seen at about 11 
o’clock Friday morning by neigh- 
bors and his mother was last seen 
Friday evening after leaving a drug 
store where she is employed as a 
clerk. 

Police found no evidence of poi- 
son or sedatives in the Baker apart- 
ment. There was a small quantity 
of food in a refrigerator, and a few 
soiled dishes in a sink. An analy- 
sis of the contents of the youth’s 
stomach was started. yesterday on 
Coroner Padberg’s orders. 

Analyses Continued. 

Laboratory tests of the stomach 
contents of the three persons found 
dead in the house on Wallace street 
were continued today. Analyses of 
foodstuffs found in the home also 
were under way. Coroner Padberg 
said it might be several days before 
the various tests could be com- 
pleted, 

The bodies of Campbell and his 
daughter and sister-in-law were 
found by police after Miss Camp- 
bell’s employer became concerned 
over her absence from work. The 
body of Campbell, clad in under- 
wear, was on a cot in the kitchen, 
and the bodies of the women, in 
nightgowns, were across a bed in 
an adjoining room. 

Autopsies showed Campbell and 
Miss Jessen had been dead 36 to 
48 hours,

STATICLESS RADIO 


ST.LOUIS POST- DISPATCH 


Stations Pick Up and Send on 
Program Without Using 
Phone Reiay Wires. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Deo. 4 (AP). 
—Radio has accomplished the first 
triple rebroadcast in history of the 
new “staticless” frequency modula- 
tion broadcasting without the aid of 
telephone wires, leading to a fore- 
cast by engineers of a revolution 
in the jndustry within 10 years. 
Network programs at present are 
carried to individual stations over 
telephone wires. 

The re-broadcast was run off in 


the presence of specially invited 
guests and Maj. Edwin H. Arm- 
strong, the inventor, in the studios 
of WDRC yesterday. 

“It is just the beginning in the 
start of chain broadcasting of fre- 
quency modulation,” said Maj. Arm- 
strong at the conclusion of the pro- 
gram which was heard virtually 
without static, fading or distortion. 

A Yonkers (N. T.) frequency 
modulated station, W2XCR, broad- 
cast a program which was picked 
up by another similar-type station, 
W2XMN, at Alpine, N. J. This sta- 
tion rebroadcast the program, 
which, in turn was picked up by 
WiXPW, frequency - modulated 
transmitter for WDRC at Meriden, 
W1iIXPW again rebroadcast the 
Yonkers program which was re- 
ceived at the WDRC studios, 


charges and mortgage indebted- 
ness.” 

Lubin said industry now had far 
greater capacity and was much 
more easily adaptable to using sub- 
stitute products than it was in the 
years just prior to this country’s 
entrance in the World War. 

For those reasons, Lubin said, 
there is less likelihood of indus- 
trial overexpansion and less 
chance that prices on basic com- 
modities such as chemicals will rise 
precipitously as they did in the last 
war. 

He mentioned, however, the pos- 
sibility of overexpansion due to 
high prices. 

The trend of commodity prices,“ 
he said, is a matter of very seri- 
ous concern to business, to labor 
and to Government. Industry, prof- 
iting from the experience of the last 
war, may be slower to increase 
plant facilities recklessly, but there 


‘is still danger of over-expansion in 


certain lines following price rises, 
and this danger will be aggravated 
if prices get out of hand.” 

Lubin noted that important 
changes already had occurred in 
the domestic price structure since 


the outbreak of the European war 


three months ago. 

“The curtailment of normal 
sources of supply has caused the 
wholesale price of numerous drugs 
and medicines to more than double 
during the past few months,” he 
told the committee. 

He said burlap prices had doubled 
since August, partly because of the 
demand for sandbags by belligerent 
nations and that zinc prices had 
gone up 40 per cent, affecting the 
cost of producing galvanized steel. 
Also, he said, grains and wool have 
risen sharply and wheat and cotton, 
within the past few days, “have 
recorded prices higher than any 
for the last two years.” 

C. of C. Statement. 

Meanwhile, the United States 
Chamber of Commerce issued a 
statement saying that “remarkable 
stability” of price levels prevailed 
during the last two months. 

The chamber's review of business 
suggested that “a full bill of partic- 
ulars” accompany all official com- 
ment on prices. 

Said the periodical: 

“There should be a demand that 
every statement coming from offi- 
cial sources and ‘intimating that 
American enterprise is exacting un- 
fairly high prices in a period of 
general tension should be accom- 
panied with a full and true descrip- 
tion of the situation surrounding 
and affecting each price, as well as 
the history of the price and the 
distressed level to which it has 
been forced in a buyers’ market 
prolonged for two full years be- 
fore August, 1939.”

Game in Worst Spot 


Since Scandal of 
1919, Bramham Says 


Players’ Names Signed to 
Per Month but Drew 
lionaire Club Owner, 


Contracts for $60 to $90 


$175 to $250 From Mil- l 9 5 


He Asserts. 


CINCINNATI, Dec. 4 (AP).—William G. Gramham, president of 
the National Association of Minor Leagues, told a minor leagué round- 
table meeting today that “baseball faces the worst situation it has been 
in since my connection with the game. Right now the sport is in the 
darkest spot it has experienced since the Black Sox scandal.” 


The head of the minors said 
the present “dark spot’ centered 
around hidden forged contracts, 
and that ‘some one is going to be 
seriously hurt before it is cleared 
up.” 

“We have a case before us now,” 
Bramham said. “In which a club 
filed 14 contracts with us calling 
for salaries from $60 to $90 per 
month. We found that the players 
had not signed those contracts, but 
that their names had been forged. 

“The contracts signed by the 
players called for salaries of $175 
and $250 per month, and those 
were the salaries they drew, al- 
though those salaries put the club’s 
total salaries far above the league 
limit. 

“The owner of that club is a 
multi-millionaire. The officials of 
the club, until this came up, were 
regarded as the most honest men 
in their city. 

“When we checked into the con- 
tracts, we were told by the club 
president that the didn’t know 
about the two sets of contracts un- 
til a month ago after the season 
opened, but that the board of di- 
rectors at that time decided to con- 
tinue to violate baseball law by 
paying the higher salaries while 
keeping the low-salaried contracts 
on file. 

“The club owner said he knew 
little about baseball, and had mere- 
ly certified the contracts placed on 
his desk by his front office. The 
club officers said they knew noth- 
ing about the two sets of contracts, 
but had left everything up to the 
manager. The manager said he 
knew nothing about the extra set 
of contract. Some one is going 
to be seriously hurt before it’s 
cleared up.” 

Judge Bramham said that be- 
cause of contract mixups, he heard 
507 free agency appeals from play- 
ers last year, and that he expected 
to handle at least 2000 next year. 

“The big trouble seems to be that 
many clubs have men handling 
their business who cannot follow 
instructions of any kind. Every 
step in contract handling is item- 
ized in our manual, and I'd advise 
clubs to waste no money on a sec- 
retary who can’t do the job the 
way it should be done.”

Larry MacPhail, president of the 
Brooklyn Dodgers, announced to- 
day that he had agreed on terms 
for Leo Durocher to manage the

tel where baseball's winter meet- 
ings are under way, MacPhail jest- 
ed at the importance of the matter. 

“I never talked to Durocher about 
terms until we came here for the 
meetings. But there never was any 
question between either of us that 
he would run the club next year.” 

MacPhail refused to say whether 
the contract was for one year or 
the two seasons that Durocher was 
known to have wanted. 

As for the money called for, the 
red-haired Dodger president de- 
clared: 

I'll say this: He may not get 
paid what the contract calls for. 
He got paid more last year than the 
contract read and he’s one of my 
boys.” . 

MacPhail added there was noth- 
ing said regarding Durocher’s con- 
tinuance as a player in the contract, 
leaving this entirely to the man- 


ager.

NEAR ARTIC PORT 
FOR NEW ATTACK 


Finnish Troops Prepare for 
Defense of Petsamo — 
Nickel Works at Salmi- 


jarvi Reported Afire. 


SVANVIK, Norway (At the Fin- 
nish Frontier), Dec. 4 (AP).—Three 
thousand Soviet Russian soldiers 
were reported today to have been 
landed at various points on Petsamo 
Fjord, northernmost Finland, while 
immense clouds of smoke were 
sighted over nickel works near 
Salmijarvi. 

The report of the landings was 
brought into Norway by L J. Sim- 
cox, American manager fer the In- 
ternational Nickel Co. of Canada 
in the Salmijarvi area, who reached 
Kirkenes after a tour of inspec- 
tion of the properties. 

The smoke over the Salmijarvi 
nickel properties was sighted from 
Svanvik after Simcox returned 
to Kirkenes. The plants appeared 
to be afire. Earlier he had found 
the nickel works still undamaged. 

Civilians in Flight. 

Fighting continued in the region 
around Petsamo, at the head of 
Petsamo Fjord, about 30 miles east 
northeast of Salmijarvi, accom- 
panied by the flight of civilians. 

Among refugees arriving at 
Svanvik this morning was a mother 
with a baby born on the way across 
the border over a snow-drifted road. 

Simcox reported that the whole 
civilian population of Salmijarvi 
had been removed and only Finnish 
troops remained. 

“While I was in Salmijarvi a 
married couple from Petsamo ar- 
rived in an autobus carrying the 
bodies of 11 Finnish soldiers killed 
in action,” Simcox said. ° 

“The Russians have landed 3000 
troops in the region of Petsami 
Fjord and an attack is expected 
soon in the direction of Lauti. 

“There is intense Finnish activity 
along the road from Petchango to 
Liinahamari in preparation to meet

These re- 
ports said the Red troops ad- 
vanced in several ships from Alek- 
sandrovsk on Kola Bay and pushed 
up Petsamo Fjord but were re- 
pulsed when they attempted 
land. 

Petsamo, 200 miles north of the 
Arctic circle and Finland’s only 
outlet to the Arctic Ocean, was 
captured hy the Rv ans in the 
first day of the Soviet-Finnish war, 
but was retaken by Finnish troops 
who marched through deep snows 
to coun erattack.

on Shortening Presidential 
Campaigns by Postponing Conventions; 
Both Parties Would Benefit. 


TOMORROW 


By WALTER LIPPMANN 


N VIEW of the fact that Sena- 
| ator Vandenberg spoke out be- 

fore the President, it ought to be 
possible to take a non-partisan view 
of the suggestion that the na- 
tional conventions be held some- 
what later than usual, and the 
campaign shortened by perhaps a 
month or six weeks. And since 
John Hamilton says that the Re- 
publican National Committee has 
already been considering the idea 
which Mr. Roosevelt has now adopt- 
ed, there must be something in it 
that appeals to the party managers 
on both sides. 

Each party is bound to ask 
whether it stands to gain or lose 
by shortening the campaign. 

There are certain obvious ad- 
vantages for the Democrats. In all 
probability, they are still the ma- 
jority party, and their main prob- 
lem, therefore, is to heal their dif- 
ferences and to unite. Now, by 
bringing the presidential nomina- 
tions nearer to the local nomina- 
tions, and by bringing both nearer 
to election day, the influence of the 
politicians would tend to displace 
the influence of theorists and ideo- 
logues and ambitious personages. 

A party always becomes more 
practical as it comes nearer to the 
actual voting. The desire to win 
becomes more insistent than the 
passion for ideas. And since it is 


ideas and temperaments that divide 


the Democrats, their chances of 
winning will be better if their con- 
vention is run by the practical poli- 
ticians. 

They also stand to gain by re- 
fraining as long as they can from 
presenting the Republicans with a 
target at which to shoot. For until 
the Republicans know whether they 
have to attack a conservative Dem- 
ocrat like Mr. Garner or Mr. Hull, 
or an out-and-out New Dealer, or 
some sort of hybrid like Mr. Mc- 
Nutt, they will not really know how 
to mount their campaign. 

The Democrats, on the other 
hand, must naturally conduct a 
defensive campaign, and the longer 
they delay, the more they can cut 
and trim their internal differences 
until they find their strongest posi- 


tion. 
- „ * 


But delay would also offer ad- 
vantages to the Republicans. Their 
chance to win depends upon capi- 
talizing a general discontent with 
the party in power. Therefore, 
as soon as they have to take affirm- 
ative decisions by nominating can- 
didates and writing a platform, they 
will be, in some important degree, 
on the defensive. 

It will not be an easy thing for 
the Republican convention to take 
a line which causes enthusiasm 
among the friends of Mr. Hoover 
and Mr. Nye, Mr. Vandenberg and 
Mr. Dewey, Mr. Borah and Mr. 
Wadsworth, in big business and in 
the farm bloc, among the Eastern 
hard-money men and retrenchers, 
as well as the Westerners, who like 
softer money and subsidies. 

For the fact of the matter is that 
the Republican party is more deep- 
ly divided than is the Democratic 
party. The thing which unites it, 
namely, a varied and often contra- 


ble than the g which unites 
the Democrats, namely, offices and 
the desire to continue in office. 

So one can understand why Re- 
publican managers are attracted by 
the idea of postponing the time 
when they must move from the 
negative to the positive, and say 
who is their leader and what he 
stands for.

in delay. The party in power, un- 
less it is utterly demoralized and 


dictory discontent, is less dependa- 


beaten before the campaign, like 
the Democrats in 1920 or the Re- 
publicans in 1932, is-able to reply 


to the oratory and propaganda of 


the opposition by executive acts. 

This is an immense tactical ad- 
vantage, and it is one of the rea- 
sons why, if conditions are fairly 
favorable, the party in power tends 
to stay in power. Along with the 
prestige of office, it has also the 
capacity to act, while the opposition 
is merely talking. 

Thus, if the Republicans have to 
take a positive position in June, and 
if something in their criticism or 
their proposals seems to be working 
well in their campaign, a resource- 
ful administration can take action 
which disposes of the issue, or con- 
fuses it or creates a diversion. 

The longer the Republicans can 
keep the Democrats from seeing just 
what kind of issue they have to 
meet, the less will the administra- 
tion be able to employ its power to 
act and to make news and capture 
public attention. 


A man would need to be clairvoy- 
ant to see now which party would 
be the real gainer where the bal- 
ance of advantage is so even. The 
fact of the matter is, I think, that 
both parties have more to gain 
than to lose by shortening the 
campaign, and what is to their com- 
mon advantage is also in the public 
interest. 

A national campaign four months 
long, especially. when it has been 
preceded by five or six months of 
primary campaigning, is too long. 
It is too long a period in which to 
let partisan and factional interests 
dominate the Government and the 
public business and the nation’s life. 


Politics is necessary. Politicians 
are necessary. Campaigns and con- 
ventions are necessary. But too 
much, even of a good and necessary 
thing, is too much, and such a pro- 
longed spell of politics is not good 
and it is not necessary. Particu- 
larly, it is not good and it is not 
necessary in a time like this—when 
the American people have to make 
grave decisions, and need every 
ounce of disinterested and patriotic 
attention to the realities that can 
be found in their public men. 

This unnecessarily prolonged 
campaigning means that for the 
better part of a year every word 
and act of public men is either at- 
tuned to the campaign, or, what is 
just as bad, is believed to be. 


The long campaign is, of course, 
a hangover from an earlier age, be- 
fore the great press services, before 
the radio, the camera, the telephone 
and telegraph, the airplane, motor 
car and fast railway trains had 
made the face and the voice and 


candidates to travel about slowly, 
showing themselves to the people, 
and submitting themselves and their 
wives to a face-to-face inspection. 

But today anyone who is likely to 
be considered for President has 
been seen and heard in so many 
places and by so many people that 
there is little to be gotten out of the 
long tours with 10 speeches a day 
from the rear end of a train except 
laryngitis and indigestion. And even 
if this sort of campaigning is still 
advisable, it can -be done by fast 
train and airplane in two months 
just as well as in four. 

. = „ 

A shorter campaign is necessary 
also because no candidate can think 
of enough things to say to make 
more than eight or 10 speeches. 
That, as a matter of fact, is a lot of 
speeches. In the old days, he could 
make the same speech over and over 
again, because in each new town it 
sounded like a new speech. But 
nowadays, nearly everybody hears 
or reads his speech at the same 
time, and then the poor man and 
his brain trust go through agony 
trying to invent a new speech or 
rewrite the old one. 

The result is, generally, that as 
time goes on, the speeghes become 
worse and worse. And in the last 
month of the campaign, the intel- 
lectual level sinks to a point where 
honest men say that they are able 
to vote for their candidate only by 
not listening to what he and his 
campaigners have gotten down to 
saying. 

Thus, it is an established rule 
that the election is set about a 
month before it takes place, and 
this rule tends to become more and 
more absolute as the straw. votes 
become morc and more accurate. 

The real campaign is over by the 
end of September, and after that 


the only votes that are changed are 


the bad votes of those who are gul- 
lible to whispering campaigns and 
stunts and scares. 

So it would be better to shorten 
the campaigning to the few weeks 
which are all that is needed for 
presenting and discussing the is- 
sues. This would save everybody 
the wear and tear of that last peri- 
od when the ball is over, the flow- 
ers are wilted, the air is stale and 
the guests are unsteady on their 
eet.

The Legion Aids Local Unemployed. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

AM sure the American Legion here, 

and ex-service men generally, appre- 
ciate the fine-spirited editorial in the 
Post-Dispatch last Tuesday, “The Legion 
Tackles Unemployment.” 

We know your paper always has stood 
for honest and honorable work for those 
able to work, and I can assure you that 
the sentiment at the Legion's unemploy- 
ment conference in Indianapolis was for 
giving employment rather than pensions 
to war veterans who are idle. 

But St. Louis can be giad that the de- 
cision at Indianapolis last week was 
preceded six months by unusual action 
of the American Legion Posts of St. 
Louis and St. Louis County. Last March, 
after carefully considering the tragic fact 
that every year brought increased num- 
bers of ex-service men to forced idle- 
mess, the Tenth, Eleventh and Twelfth 
districts of Missouri formally started 
a movement to alleviate this condition. 

The Legionnaires advanced $5000 to fi- 
mance a project to give work to veterans 
who could not find jobs elsewhere. Un- 
der the name of the American Legion 
Employment Industries, we have; with 
that $5000, paid almost $14,000 in cash 
wages to distressed veterans for labor we 
helped them to get a chance to perform. 

We cannot yet pay the wage scale ex- 
isting in organized labor, but we do rath- 
er better than Uncle Sam in his WPA 
projects. And we are hoping to increase 
the wage rate as our work develops—for 
develop it we are determined to do. Our 
enterprise was described at the Indianap- 
elis conference, and given warm praise. 

Our American Legion Employment In- 
dustries was compelled to move from its 
original quarters in the Jefferson Memo- 
rial Park region, and now is housed in 
that great building at Vandeventer and 
Forest Park boulevard once known as 
“The City Stables.” Does somebody smile 
at that? Well, don’t. The Babe of Beth- 
lehem was born in a stable, and the

roMoRROW's SMOKE MEETING. 

At Mayor Diekmann's invitation, a group of citi- 
zens will meet in the City Hall tomorrow morning at 
11 o'clock to discuss the new approach to the smoke 
probiem. | 

The Mayor could hardly have made a better selec- 
tion. The men and women on his list are, to tise the 
Mayor’s own terms, “civic-minded” and “public-spir- 
ited.” Moreover, they are, for the most part, citizens 
who have a very clear understanding of the smoke 
problem. Some of those on the Mayor's list have 
given much of their time and energy in past years 
to it, are exceptionally well informed as to the na- 
ture of the job to be done and are, therefore, immune 
to the many fake and freak solutions that are offered 
from time to time. These range from the proposal 
that squadrons of airplanes release lime in the air 
to break up smoke particles, to the suggestion that 
the city build giant fans to blow the smoke away. 

There ‘are, of course, several avenues of approach 
worth considering, among them the possibility that 
the city might build a plant to coke Illinois coal. We 
say Illinois coal because, unless a solution is worked 
out with the use of this fuel, severe economic dam- 
age would ensue to our neighbors across the river, 
and undue costs would be imposed on the people 
of St. Louis.. In an attempt to make a helpful con- 
tribution, the Post-Dispatch, in these columns, has set 
forth a simple program on which the city might em- 
bark at once, with comparatively small cost, and this 
program has been received by the Mayor, the Smoke 
Commissioner and numerous citizens with an unusual 
show of interest. We repeat here the main points: 

1. That the City of St. Louis go into the open 
market and ask producers of smokeless fuels to 
bid for the city’s business. 

2. That the city purchase such smokeless fuels 
at the mine or at the factory at the lowest pos- 
sible price, in whatever amounts are available. 

3. That the city transport such fuels to a séries 
of centrally located depots, particularly in the 
smokier sections of the community, such as the 
district between Twelfth and Grand boulevards. 

4. That the city sell this smokeless fuel on a 
cash-and-carry basis, both to individuals who 
have means of transporting it and to licensed 
dealers. 
As a beginning—and it would have to be a small 

one—the recommendation is that the city negotiate 
for the purchase of a smokeless fuel, now being 
processed from Illinois coal, known as Carbonite or 
Solarite, whose private owners yesterday expressed 
their interest in solution of the smoke problem and 
their desire to deal with the city on a fair and reason- 
able basis. As an extension of the city’s purchasing 
plan, it is hoped that it will be possible soon to make 
use of a smokeless briquet being perfected? largely

INVOKING THE “MORAL EMBARGO.” CT 
At every international conference, the United States 
has stood for action to outlaw bombing of civilian 
populations in wartime. The proposals have failed 
of adoption, and their enforcement would have been 
difficult if they had been adopted. There is one 
method, however, by which America can show its 
abhorrence for this practice, and can apply a degree 


ment appeal to manufacturers to cease the sale of 
war planes to nations guilty of bombing noncom- 
batants, the so-called “moral embargo.” | 

The measure was invoked last year in the case of 
Japan, as a result of its bombing raids on Chinese 
cities. Full public approval was manifested at once, 
and all aircraft firms complied with the request. 
Now the President has asked for similar restrictions 
upon the Soviet Union, after its aerial attacks upon 
civilians in Finland. Again there can be no doubt 
that publie opinion is behind the Government, and 
that aircraft concerns will co-operate. 

The United States thus goes on record in ex- 
pressing disapproval of Russian tactics, and im- 
plements its disapproval. Further steps, such as 
withdrawal of recognition or recall of our Ambassa- 
dor, as ex-President Hoover urges, would be most. un- 
desirable. So strong is the American people's feel- 
ing against the Communist ideology and against wan- 
ton aggression that there will be a temptation for 
many to urge drastic steps. But continuance of diplo- 
matic relations with Russia is essential if America 
is to safeguard its own interests. We have already 
seen, in the present unsatisfactory state of our 
relations with Germany, what a handicap results from 
withdrawal of an Ambassador. 

As for such tactics as the mob raid on a Com- 
munist hall at Aberdeen, Wash., in which the build- 
ing and contents were wrecked, they are far beyond 
the pale. The perpetrators of this outrage did not 
realize it, but they were guilty of the same violent 
tactics which their demonstration was intended to 
condemn. Americans should be able to express their 
feelings against the crimes of war by such legitimate 
means as the voluntary embargo on bombing planes, 
without losing their heads and themselves going in 
for hoodlumism.

We are aware of the plan’s imperfections. We are 
aware that it remains to be worked out in» detail. 
But it is in essence simple and, we believe, feasible. 
It involves no great investment on the city’s part, 
and no revolutionary change in the present set-up. 
The city, with its superior prestige, bargaining power 
and research facilities, would be, in effect, the com- 
munity’s purchasing agent and, to a limited extent, its 
agency for distribution of fuel. 

By this plan, the city would stimulate the produc- 
tion of processed fuels and, as soon as supplies were 
adequate, could begin enforcement of an ordinance 
forbidding use of any other fuel except with me- 
chanical equipment that will burn unprocessed fuel 
smokelessly. Such a prohibitory measure could not 
be enforced until adequate supplies of smokeless 
processed fuels were available at reasonable prices. 

We wish the Mayor and his guests well in their 
deliberations and we eagerly hope that, after a half- 
century, the whole community will co-operate in re- 
moving a blight that is ruining our city. 
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PROGRESS IN THE FEMALE FIGURE. 

Is the happy day approaching when every woman 
will have a dainty figure to charm the esthetic sense 
of man? The research department of one of our large 
life insurance companies presents data to show that 
this millennium of physical symmetry may be on 
the way.

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A DRIVE ON CHILD LABOR. 

During the summer and fall, the United States 
Children’s Bureau conducted its first inspections 
of canneries under the Federal Wage-Hour Law. 
which prohibits child labor in interstate industry. 
Checking some 580 plants from among the 3700 food 
canneries in the country, inspectors found children 
employed in 88 factories. The law was violated in 
about one capnery in six. 

This % no remote matter. Further disclosures by 
the C ren's Bureau bring it right home to Mis- 
sourt, According to Federal officials, employment of 
children is especially prevalent in the Ozark Mountain 
region of Missouri and Arkansas and in the sea-food 
canneries of Louisiana. In fact, these places are the 
worst spots in the canning industry from the stand- 
point of child labor, it 

Public notice of this sort should be enough to rid 
Missouri industry of the child labor evil. If it is 
not, Federal prosecution must and will follow, That 
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“the forgotten man, at the bottom of the economic 
pyramid.” 

Is this rumble from the very bottom of the heap 
‘a mere happenstance, or is Mr. Sullivan to be viewed 
as prophet and portent? Is he by any chance asking, 
in the words of William Graham Sumner, from whom 
Mr. Roosevelt borrowed his catchword, Who and 
where is the forgotten man in this case, who will 
have to pay for it all“? 
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LIFTING ELECTIVE JUDGESHIPS OUT OF POLITICS. 

New York has found a way to eliminate partisan- 
ship from the election of the Chief Judge of its Court 
of Appeals (Supreme Court), notwithstanding the 
State’s elective judiciary. When jurists are outstand- 
ing, Republicans and Democrats put aside party, dif- 
ferences and make joint nominations. 

The late Justice Cardozo, nominally a Democrat, 
was nominated on the Republican ticket as well when. 
he ran for the chief judgeship in 1926. When Car- 
dozo resigned to go to the United States Supreme 
Court in 1932, the late Cuthbert Pound, a Repub- 
lican, was the senior Judge. The Democrats sup- 
ported him, as they supported, on Pound’s death, an- 
other Republican, Frederick E. Crane. With Chief 
Judge Crane retiring in December, another head of 
the court must now be elected. This time a Demo- 
crat, Irving Lehman, is the senior Judge. He is 
the brother of New York’s Democratic G. vernor, yet 
the Republicans nominated him with only two dis- 
senting votes in the State committee. Indorsed by 
the American Labor party as well, Judge Lehman’s 
election thus was assured. 

This removal of partisanship from the election of 
Chief Judge in New York does not suggest a plan 
which is applicable to Missouri. It does, however, 
demonstrate that the most populous State has lifted 
its chief judgeship out of the muck of party politics 
and electoral battles. Whatever the precise method, 
Missouri must do as much for its judiciary sooner 
or later. | 
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HAZARDS OF THE LITTLE-USED CROSSING. 

Illinois is getting results from its program of grade- 
crossing elimination. The volume of traffic has in- 
creased, but crossing accidents have decreased 20 per 
cent in the last year, says Ernst Lieberman, chief 
highway engineer, Illinois has moved vigorously 
against this long-standing hazard. In the last six 
years, 302 railroad subways have been built or started, 
automatic protection has been installed at 450 inter- 
sections and 350 grade crossings have been closed. 

The figure last cited calls attention to a method 
worth wider use in other states that it now has. 
Many grade crossings are on streets or highways with 
little traffic, and so are all the more hazardous to 
the occasional traveler. Building underpasses and 


overpasses is costly; automatic signals are not in- 


fallible in preventing accidents. Closing the little- 
used crossings is inexpensive and a sure means of 
averting collisions, The public would be little in- 
convenienced, and each death trap thus eliminated 
would show results in increased highway safety. 

Why not surveys in all the states looking to im- 
mediate closing of all crossings that engineers find 
can readily be spared?

GREAT BRITAIN— Newspapers here, re- 
duced roughly to 40 per cent of their pre- 
war size, are being produced with a view to 
saving money rather than making it. 

All of the papers are suffering from the 
prevalent loss of advertising revenue, the 
enhanced cost of distribution and the neces- 
sity of conserving newsprint—conditions 
which explain why something like 30 per 
cent of the men working on British news- 
papers either have been dismissed or sub- 
jected to cuts in salary ranging from 10 to 
25 per cent. 

The Institute of Journalists and the Na- 
tional Union of Journalists have complained 
with some warmth that proprietors have 
been precipitate in effecting savings at the 
expense of employes. 

A certain note of sameness rings through 
the whole British press because the editors 
depend much on official communiques and 
political and diplomatic statements which 
are common property. 

Moreover, there is a wide dependence upon 
news in the foreign neutral press, particu- 
larly news from Germany. 
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FRANCE—Two conspicuous changes in the 
appearance of French newspapers are their 
smaller size and numerous white spaces in- 
dicating last-minute deletions due to censor- 
ship. Since the beginning of the war French 
papers have been restricted to a four-page 
format with a view toward economizing in 
the use of paper. 

Censorship has been active in suppressing 
speculation regarding the attitude of Italy 
and other doubtful neutrals, and discussion 
of personalities, the significance of the re- 
cent Cabinet reorganization, and similar sub- 
jects, 


GERMANY—War has made only one im- 
portant change in German newspapers. They 
now have fewer pages than they did before. 

In other respects the German press evi- 
dences almost no effect of the war. The 
quality of their paper, the size of the print- 
ed page; the general appearance of front and 
inside pages are all unchanged. 

Ten is roughly the maximum number of 
pages. Before the war they ran to 16 and 
18 pages on week days and sometimes to as 
high as 30 on Sundays. 

Circulation appears to have increased. The 
Volkischer Beobachter, official Government 
organ, for example, reported an average cir- 


culation during July of this year of 620,000: 


copies daily. In September it had increased 
to 750,000. 

All specialized departments, such as 
sports and financial pages, have been con- 
tracted, but the biggest reduction is in “fea- 
ture material,” cultural, travel and general 
information, which is being cut down in 
order to concentrate on topical news and in- 


formation,

HUNGARY—In Hungary the freedom of 
the press, in matters of international poli- 
tics, was always somewhat limited. Proofs 
or manuscripts of news and articles are 
scanned by, censors before papers are al- 
lowed to go to press. The number of pages 
of daily papers has been reduced and all 
Sunday supplements prohibited. Colored 
print is forbidden. These latter measures 
had purely economic grounds. 


BULGARIA—An extremely vigorous pro- 
paganda is being carried on from all sides. 
News and views from all camps are being 
showered upon the papers. But the censor- 
ship represents a fine sieve through which 
little controversial matter passes. Soviet pa- 
pers are allowed to enter Bulgaria. The press 
is more wary of Turkey. It has also a friend- 
lier tone toward Italy. 


YUGOSLAVIA—The press has been cau- 
tious ever since Munich. There is no drastic 
change; courtesy toward all; open hostility 
toward none. 

The papers print news from all sides, give 
more attention than formerly to Russia, 
are very considerate of Turkey and rather 
friendly toward Italy. Yugoslavia is not 
sticking its neck out.

RUMANIA—The whole press is neu- 
tral. News from both sides is printed. But 
no warm defense of either side and no sharp 
criticism of either side is allowed. Gener- 
ally speaking, Rumanians feel hostile toward 
Germany. Their Latin tradition draws them 
to France and Italy, their inclinations to- 
ward England.

Rays From Atom-Smashing Machine 


Being Used in Treatment of Cancer 


Efforts to Break Down Cells With Neutron 


Rays From 225-Ton Cyclotron Announced 


by Health Service. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4 (AP).—A 
gigantic atom-smashing machine at 
the University of California is the 
latest weapon being used in man’s 
fight against cancer. 

The Public Health Service dis- 

closed today that neutron rays pro- 
duced by the 225-ton cyclotron of 
Dr. Ernest Orlando Lawrence were 
being used to treat cancer suf- 
ferers. 
Officials expressed hope that 
these rays may break down the 
wild, self-reproducing cancer cells 
and effect, at least temporarily, 
some definite remission or disease 
progress.” ; 

Dr. Lawrence, who recently won 
the Nobel prize in physics for his 
new cyclotron, reported clinical use 
of the machine-produced rays to 
the National Advisory Cancer 
Council. 

With the new machine producing 
a “prodigious” output of neutron 
rays, gamma rays and radioactive 
substances, he said, it will be pos- 
sible to give treatments “in a few 
minutes’ time.” 

The machine produces “synthetic 
radium” for use in cancer treat- 
ment. 

By bombarding copper for 20 


minutes, the atom-smasher pro- 
duced an amount of radioactive zinc 
equal in gamma-ray activity to two 
grams of radium. 
believe the output can be increased 
to equal 20 grams of radium or 
more, 

Dr. Lawrence reported that the 
greatest practical] difficulty was in 
the handling of large amounts of 
the powerful radioactive materials, 
Lead sheaths and wide water- 
jackets are placed as bulkheads 
around the machine to protect 
workers from the rays. 

Most of the forces released by 
the great engine were unknown to 
man, the Health Service said, until 
Dr. Lawrence first began his ex- 
periments with a smaller, 85-ton 
cyclotron.

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JAPANESE MAKE

Tokyo Minister in Confer- 
ence With American En- 
voy—Aim Is to Settle 
Principal Problems. 


TOKYO, Dec. 4 (AP).—Sources 
close to the Japanese Government 
indicated today Foreign Minister 
Nomura had presented to the Unit- 
ed States Ambassador a tentative 
formula for settlement of the prin- 
cipal Japanese-American prob- 
lems. 

It was understood reliably that 
Nomura and the American envoy, 
Joseph C. Grew, surveyed the rela- 
tions between the two nations in a 
conference of nearly two hours this 
afternoon. 

Official sources were silent on 
whether the diplomats discussed 
the approaching expiration of the 
Japanese-American treaty of com- 
merce and navigation, on which 
Washington gave six-months notice 
of abrogation last July 26, and the

after Jan. 26. 

Informed quarters, however, said 
these points were “indirectly dis- 
cussed,” and they expressed belief 
the Japanese Government would 
issue a statement showing recent 
efforis to meet American demands. 

The Foreign Office said a “mu- 
tually constr. ive spirit“ marked 
the Nomura-Grew conference, and 
that optimism was apparent on 
both sides. 

Authorititative sources expressed 
belief Japan was prepared to list 
a series of concrete examples show- 
ing that Americans and American 
interests in China have been receiv- 
ing better treatment at the hands 
of military authorities. 

Official quarters said Japan was 
attempting to m et American de- 
mands wherever possible within the 
limits of military necessities in 
China.

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CHINA'S MARSHAL 
WU PEI-FU DIES: 


Poet-Soldier Once Ruled 
Five Provinces—He Was 
Beaten by Chiang Kai- 
shek in 1927. 


PEIPING, Dec. 4 (AP),—Mar- 
shal Wu Pei-fu, poet-soldier of re- 
publican China, died today follow- 
ing an operation for an infected 
tooth, the Japanese news agency, 
Domei, reported. He was 61 years 
old. ' 

Wu had lived in obscurity since 
his armies were routed by Chiang 
Kai-shek, now . : 
Generalissimo. of 
the nationalist oe 
government. The 
Japanese had 
tried vainly to en- 
list his aid. 

Wu Pei-fu was 
one of the most 
paradoxical of all 
the characters de- 
veloped in the 
cock-pit of Chi- * 
nese politics. 

Although he 
gained the title 
of Marshal in the 
military field, he 
was a better poet 
than soldier, and a more successful 
diplomat than a fighter. His pres- 
tige survived defeat and be once 
controlled five huge provinces with- 
out enriching himself beyond the 
stage where he could live in modest 
comfort. 

Five years after Chiang Kai-shek 
had annihilated Wu's army, the 
latter emerged from a Buddhist 
monastery to help his former enemy 
unify China against Japan when 
the latter occupied Manchuria and 
attacked Shanghai. 

Establishment of the Chinese re- 
public under Yuan Shih-kai in 1912 
gave him a post as a regimental 
commander and although his gifts 
as a painter and poet already had 
earned him the nickname among 
his colleagues of “the poet-soldier,” 
he also had gained a name as a 
strategist and tactician. 

Broke 1914 Revolt. 

The Yunnan revolt of 1914- 
1915 against President Yuan’s at- 
tempt to make himself monarch 
of China, brought Wu his first wide- 
spread fame. Yuan ordered the 
youthful Colonel to crush the rebel- 
lion and the latter accomplished the 
task with such thoroughness that 
he was made a Major-General.

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ONBUILDING CODES 


Thurman Arnold Suspects 


Some Municipal Regula- 
tions Are Rackets Block- 


ing Cheaper Housing. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4 (AP).— 
Suspecting that some municipal 
building codes foster rackets, the 
Justice Department is preparing a 


threefold attack on coae restric- 
tions which officials believe are pre- 
venting many a poor man from 
building himself a cheap home. 
Thurman W. Arnold, Assistant 
Attorney-General in charge of the 
anti-trust division, has offered the 
department’s co-operation to an ex- 
perimental builder willing to chal- 
lenge the codes in the courts. 
Removal of the prohibitive re- 
strictions by legislative action is 
urged by the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration, which has yet to see 


come earners take advantage of its 
insurance on construction loans of 
$2500 or less. 

Both the Justice Department and 
the FHA have been emphatic in 
saying that building codes should 
not be suspended entirely and that 
they are not the only factor hinder- 
ing low-cost home building. 

The FHA soon will offer to State 
Legislatures a uniform bill to re- 
duce foreclosure costs and to en- 
courage bankers to risk smaller 
home loans. The Justice Depart- 
ment is conducting an investigation 
of alleged building trades restraints 
by contractors, dealers, labor unions 
and others. 

There are 1500 separate building 
codes in the United States, about 
20 per cent of them from 15 to 20 
years old, FHA investigators found. 

“They start out,” Arnold has said, 
“from the fact that there must be 
protection from fire and safeguards 
of minimum health requirements. 
They develop into legally estab- 
lished boycotts, particularly relat- 
ling to walls, roofs, electrical work 
and plumbing.” 

The result, said Corwin D. Ed- 
wards, a special assistant to the 
Attorney-General, who has studied 
building codes, is that often “new 
materials are excluded, pre-fabri- 
cated products are barred, economi- 
cal methods of construction are for- 
bidden. In the long run an even 
more important result is to limit 
experimentation.” 

In an effort to reduce costs, the 
Justice Department has considered 
three methods of eliminating un- 
reasonable cost requirements: 

1. To seek injunctions in the 
courts against “manifestly absurd” 
provisions. 

2. To co-operate with a private 
builder in making a test of the 
more technical restrictions. 

3. To discourage requirements 
that are too luxurious for the lit- 
tle man.

OES the treatment of stomach 
Do- cause kidney stones? 

Most kidney stones are 
formed from alkaline deposits and 
the suggestion has been made that 
the alkaline treatment of ulcer of 
the stomach, which is still the most 
reliable, might cause the formation 
of stones in a patient who has been 
upon this treatment for some time. 
It must be remembered that kidney 
stones occurred long before any- 
body knew anything about taking 
sodium bicarbonate and calcium 
carbonate for the treatment of ulcer 
of the stomach. A kidney stone 
was found by Professor Elliott 
Smith in the specimen of an Egyp- 
tian mummy, estimated to be 7000 
years old. 

I am very glad that Drs. Kretsch- 
mer and Brown of Chicago have 
made a long and careful investiga- 
tion of this subject. They have 
come to the conclusion that the 
alkaline treatment of ulcer of the 
stomach does not predispose toward 
the formation of kidney stones. It 
is true that 1.8 per cent more kid- 
ney stones are found in those who 
have taken alkaline treatments 
than in those who have not, but 
this is so insignificant as to make 
it improbable that the alkalis used 
in the treatment of ulcer play a 
role in stone formation. 

Theoretically, it is admitted that 
one might expect the alkalis used 
in the treatment of peptic ulcer to 
cause renal stones, but in a series 
of 1260 renal stones only 1.2 per 
cent of the cases had been under 
alkaline treatment for ulcer.

be a charmed name for design- 
ing women) brings to the Doris 
Dodson Co. a business that. war- 
rants their paying this slip of a 
girl $10,000 a year and enables her 
to commute by air back and forth 
to her villa and handsome new 
husband in Florida with traveling 
expenses paid by her firm. 


Possibly they know of another 

designer who lives at the Park 
Plaza and blossoms forth in a flock 
of mink coats. Many aspiring 
would-be designers know Bessie 
Recht as head of dress designing 
courses at the Washington Uni- 
versity art school and that she also 
designs the Dorsa line of ‘dresses 
which set in motion the several fac- 
tories of the prosperous Werber 
company. 
Many trade names of “lines” and 
brands of dresses nationally adver- 
tised are traced to their origin to 
St. Louis. All obviously have wom- 
en designers. The telephone class- 
ified list reveals a whole column 
of wholesale dress factories. 


I decided to investigate the sit- 
uation and report on the questions: 
How do you get into this business? 
What are the qualifications? What 
are the emoluments? 


Tracking designers to their lairs 
meant usually going up in lumber- 
ing elevators to factories occupying 
upper floors in the’ downtown 
wholesale districts. You don’t get 
to the “studios”—often the end of 
a pattern cutting table—until you 
have been stopped by men in the 
front office and duly impressed 
with the unqualified statement, “St.

Some of the factories employ only 
one designer who is responsible 
for their entire lines, as in the 
cases of Miss Recht, Mrs. Du- 
rocher and Miss Mattie Ruehl of 
the Classy Jean firm. Some employ 
staffs of designers, Every fac- 
tory must have at least one de- 
signer who knows all about mass 
production. Some of these, as Dor- 
othy Garrison who does the Paula 
Brookes line and Marian McCoy 
at Carlye’s, are assisted by sketch- 
ers who do little else than turn 
in ideas. 


There are two schools of thought 
as to which is the more valuable 
designer, one who has imagination 
without having her style cramped 
by too great a knowledge of produc- 
tion problems or one who can plan 
a dress with regard to costs and 
all the stumbling blocks in the 
processes of production. Most of 
the older employers said they would 
not consider a “real designer” as 
such unless she is one who is 
competent to take entire charge 
of production if need be. To 
do ‘this latter it is almost neces- 
sary to serve an apprenticeship in 
a factory. That's the way Miss 
Ruehl started. 


At 14 she was a sewing machine 
operator. One day she wore a 
clever dress she had designed and 
made for herself. The boss asked

They must begin at low salaries, 
$15 or so a week. Before they have 
mastered practical problems of pro- 
duction they are used largely for 
research and scouting expeditions, 
spying out new fashion trends and 
poring over historical costume books 
for ideas that are due for resur- 
rection. They may turn in count- 
less designs before one is accept- 
able as workable, 


When one gets “into the line” its 
creator may begin to hope for 
more pay. If she becomes a pretty 
regular producer and her dresses 
prove to be good sellers, she may 
step up by degrees to $50 and on to 
$75 a week which is considered a 
good salary for a designer without 
that practical apprenticeship I 
spoke of. 

If a dress makes a hit there are 
possibilities of bonuses. One nov- 
ice, Mona Melvin, designed a little 
number that sold 27,000, which is a 
lot of dresses. Her stock went up 
until employers were competing for 
her service, She has left St. Louis 
now for even greater pastures. On 
the other hand, many designers 
from elsewhere are invading St. 
Louis, having learned of the ripe 
field here. 

Why the emphasis on junior 
dresses? Irving L. Sorger is the 
father of the St. Louis junior dress 
market, I was told repeatedly.
